6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and'  appropriate 
$2,140.79  provided  the  State  furnishes  $10,000.00,  for  State  Aid 
Construction. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$463.45  to  pay  for  snow  plow. 

8.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to  pur- 
chasing a  truck  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  toward  the  salary  of  the  District  Nurse. 

10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  cemetery  work.

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  who  have  coop- 
erated in  the  last  two  years  to  make  our  extremely  good  records 
possible. 

During  this  critical  period  it  is  more  than  ever  the  part  of 
good  and  prudent  citizenship  to  remember: 

1.  That  permission  to  burn  in  or  near  woodland  or  where 
fire  may  be  communicated  to  woodland  must  be  secured  from  the 
forest  fire  warden  when,  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 

2.  To  be  careful  when  smoking  in  or  near  the  woods  and  not 
to  throw  or  drop  lighted  cigars,  cigarettes   or  matches. 

3.  To  notify  your  local  warden  promptly  of  any  fire  you  see. 

4.  That  fire-prevention  is  the  best  and  cheapest  fire  insurance. 

5.  To  be  fire-minded;  be  careful;  be  cooperative  and  thus 
help  your  warden  prevent  forest  fires.    This  is  patriotism  at  work.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  Springfield  School  Board: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

We  have  enrolled  61  pupils  this  year,  but  five  have  left  us. 
We  had  54  last  year.  These  pupils  can  be  taught  more  economi- 
cally, and  just  as  effectively,  in  the  proposed  two-room  building. 

The  building  committee,  after  studying  the  situation  and 
visiting  other  schoolhouses,  has  planned  a  building  which  will 
very  satisfactorily  accomodate  a  modem  school  program.  It  is 
large  enough  to  hold  seventy  pupils.  Besides  the  two  standard 
class  I'ooms  (each  seating  35  pupils)  there  are  adjoining  rooms 
which  may  be  used  for  a  library,  cooking  lunches,  woodworking, 
or  other  activities.  Outer  wraps  are  to  be  kept  in  wardrobes 
in  the  classrooms  under  the  continuous  supervision  of  the  teacher. 
Each  room  has  book  cases.  Ample  storage  is  provided  by 
closets,  store-room  on  the  first  floor  and  in  the  basement.  The 
building  is  to  be  heated  by  furnace,  preferably  steam.  In  the 
basement  is  a  large  space  for  play.  It  would  be  a  simple  matter 
to  convert  the  basement  into  a  good  auditorium. 

I  earnestly  hope  it  will  be  possible  to  erect  this  building  in 
1946.  One  reason  for  immediate  action  is  the  probable  difficulty 
of  operating  the  Maxfield  School.  For  many  years  we  have 
been  fortunate  in  having  an  excellent  teacher  for  this  school  living 
next  door.  Now  Mrs.  Heath  has  given  up  teaching.  Her  successor 
has  to  travel  back  and  forth  from  Springfield  Center.  Such  ti-avel 
is  frequently  difficult  in  the  winter.  There  is  no  chance  to  board  a 
teacher  near  the  school.  Even  if  there  were  a  boarding  place 
few  teachers  want  to  live  so  far  out  of  the  village.  So  we  may 
be  unable  to  keep  the  Maxfield  School  open  in  the  future.  The 
few  pupils  in  the  school  could  be  transported  to  West  Spring- 
field. 

At  this  time  (January,  1946)  we  have  had  a  complete  turnover 
in  our  corps  of  teachers.  Miss  Sargent  and  Miss  Kelley  left  for 
other  positions.  Just  recently  Mrs.  Heath  has  resigned.  We 
were  fortunate  to  secure  as  worthy  successors.  Miss  Ruth  Gaboon, 
Mrs.  Merle  Collins,  and  Mrs.  Maude  Rudner. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  gift  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fairfax 
Downey  of  a  book  entitled  "Army  Mule",  by  Fairfax  Downey, 
in  memory  of  their  son,  Fairfax  Davis  Downey,  Jr. 

We  appreciate  also  the  gift  of  two  books,  namely,  "Stories 
of  King  Arthur"  and  "Hans  Brinker",  they  being  the  treasured 
posssesions  of  J.  Wayne  Bailey,  a  student  of  Center  Scho?! 
during  the  years  1930  to  1938.  He  gave  his  life  for  his  country  in 
Italy,  World  War  II,  1944. 
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The  arduous  work  of  administering  schools  in  these  disturbed 
times  is  made  appreciably  lighter  by  the  hearty  cooperation  of 
all  connected  with  the  schools.
